Nor has Mr. Wadsworth received any- 
thing more than the truth at our hands. 
"What we have said about hiui has been 
taken from the official records and no 
amount of twisting and turning can 
make it appear different from what the 
words imply. They show for themselves, 
and any man who can read can under- 
stand what they mean. 

Mr. Wadsworth said in Congress Janu- 
ary 15, 1862 : " Kentucky has gone into 
" the war to extinguish rebellion by the 
" sword and she never will lay down the 
" sword while war is waged in the spirit 
" of the constitution, till that great pur- 
" pose been accomplished ami the audac- 
" ions men who have precipitated; this 
"ruin upon the country— the leaders and 
" the controllers in the council and the 
" field-have been brought to the halter." 

There is no misunderstanding that. 
Everybody knows what a halter is. And 
no man is fool enough to suppose 
when Mr. Wadsworth was so explicit as 
to say " the leaders and controllers in 
" the council and the field," should be 
hanged, that he meant " pardon, irnmU' 
nity, restoration to all rights of property 
and person to all who submit ?" If he 
ever expressed such a sentiment as we 
have quoted and which the Eagle credits 
to him, it is only an evidence of his weak 
and changable nature, his readiness to 
howl like a hyena for blood at one time 
and with the next breath coo like a 
sucking dove. 

Again Mr. Wadsworth said in Congress 
on the same day in January, 1862: •' Let 
" the friends of the Uuion gather around 
• "its standard and do what it becomes 
" brave and patient to do men ; let them 
"do as the greatness of the cause calls up- 
" on themto do ; and we will teach these 
" leaders of this rebellion a bloody lesson. 
" Overthrown in battle they shall wander 
" melancholy and degraded exiles in a 
" foreign land, or they shall deliver up 
" their accursed lives to the judgment of 
" the courts of the country. It can be 
done and it shall be done ; the fortunes 
of the Republic and the biavery of her 
"sons and the wisdom of the Govern- 
" ment wills it." 

There is no mistaking that either. The 
declaration is perfectly plain that the 
fathers and sons who returned home af- 
ter being overthrown in battle should be 
made melancholy and degraded exiles or 
should be put to death by the judg- 
ments of the courts of the country. This 
is what Mr. Wadsworth demanded and 
what it took to sitisfy him, and to 
phasize what he demanded he said 
can be done and it shall be done."

Mi, Pa., Oct, L — For the past few 
weeks fires have occurred nearly every day 
In Lehigh, Lancaster, Lebanon. Montgomery 
and Berks t ounties, which were of an incen- 
diary origin. The properties destroyed 
mostly were of the finest and most substan- 
tial in their respective vicinities. The losses 
will aggregate some #75,OUO, not a third of 
which is covered by insurance. The police 
authorities were unable to trace the perpetra- 
tors but it has been discovered that there is a 
large gang of men composed of the most 
worthless characters, who have formed them- 
selves into an association for the purpose of 
robbery and incendiarism The victims are 
nearly all farmers, who have their flue barns 
and year's crop destroyed, and they mm now 
*o alarmed that they do not cousidei their 
lives or property safe. 

In several of the counties named meetings 
bave been held to devise some means at pro- 
tection and strong resolutions were adopted. 
In the northern part of Lebanon County 
three fire insurance companies have been or- 
ganized in as many weeks. The associations 
-eceived their charters yesterday, and the 
farmers in that neighborhood will be their 
awn detectives. 

Among the many incendiary acts commit- 
ted within the last twenty-four hours by a 
number of the supposed gang was the burning 
of the barn of Henry E. Shelby, about four 
miles west of Mount Joy. which was de- 
•troyed, tojrether with its content*, consisting 
of 600 bushels of wheat, U00 bushels of oats, a 
tot of corn, four mules, two horses, eighty 
chickens, and farming implements, causing

Another case was the burning of the barn 
of Henry O. Fella, in Buckingham Township, 
Bucks County, which was completely de- 
itroyed, involving a loss of *500. In this 
jase two arrests were made, and the prisoners 
quickly lodged in jail 

The residences of Amos Marlin and David 
Martin adjoining, near Rydeubach's store, 
Lancaster County, were also totally destroyed 
with much of their con!* uts and some of the 
sdiolniug building* Loss, 18,000. 

At an early hour this morning the larye 
Swiss barn of John R, Hiester, in lower 
Pottsgrove Township, Montgomery County, 



which consisted of a large lot i 
plemente, 800 bushels of wheat, forty-five 
tons of hay and straw, entailing a loss ef 
15,000, partly covered by insuranee. 

A t Allentown John McGuire and James 
McGee were bound to answer the charge of 
being connected with the incendiary fires 
there, the town having not leas than eight 
ores in one week, all incendiary. The pris- 
oners are vagrants who have been loafing 
sbout the town, sleeping in stables and too 
laiy to work, 'lhey are supposed to belong 
to the gaug. 

The citizens held a meeting at the city hall 
to consider means and measures to affect the 
wrest of the incendiaries who infest the city. 
Wm. Hainey presided and B. F. Freiler acted 
M secretary. After an exchange of opinions 
ind sentiments, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

"Rksojlvkb— As the sense of the meeting 
of the citizens and business men, that every 
effort should be put forth by the city author- 
ities to detect and to brin* to punishment the 
person or persons believed to be guilty of in- 
cendiarism in our midst, and to this end we 
will approve the most energetic and effective 
measures possible, and we wou.d also recom- 
•nend the appointment at a vigilanco commit- 
tee in each of the cities. '
